Open Novice Al Adams nosed out 
Norm Phillips for his win, and rounding 
out the program was Niles Ussery, Open 
Expert, who rode his Triumph like he 
was trying to break it. All in all, today’s 
Tun was a great one even though many 
riders decided to save their bikes and 
their bodies for a less demanding race.

The ‘66 version of the “BSA 
Wrecking Crew” again destroyed the 
opposition by winning all three ex- 
pert heats, running one-two in the 
trophy dash and then coming out for 
the third time in one night to run 
one-two in the final in one of the 
closest finishes on the books. 

The “Crew”, Tanner, Haaby and 
White, zipped and zapped their way 
to respective heat race wins and 
then teamed up against Elliott 
Schultz in the dash. 

Schultz cut down two'of them 
but could not keep Haaby from win- 
ning his first dash event of the 
year. Tanner was a seldome-third 
with White in fourth. 

Back they came for the 15 lap 
final and it was Haaby out in front 
from the start on his Gary Bray 
special. 

Schultz was giving Tanner plenty of 
competition for second until the late 
laps when the Flea started to fly. Early 
in the race, Chuck Jones, riding the 
Jack O’Brien BSA for the first time, 
collided with Ralph White. Exit one 
third of the crew and one possible new 
member. Neither rider was injured and 
both walked away. 

Tanner turned the tables on Haaby 
this week and put on the late lap drive 
that carried him to within six inches of 
winning once again. 

Sammy closed a solid ten bike 
lengths on the last lap and pulled even 
as they came down the final stretch. 
Haaby shut the door next to the wall 
and recorded his third main event win 
of the year. The crowd, which again 
paid over a $2,000 purse, gave both 
riders a standing ovation. 

Schultz ran third with the surprising 
Pat Gosch taking fourth. Gosch also 
wonthe semiand led Tanner most of the 
way in the heat race for his best show- 
ing since moving from Omaha to 
California. 

It was Randy Say all the way on the 
BSA for the second time this year inthe 
amateur final. Say had the fastest 
amateur heat race time and then led 
wire to wire in the final. He is still 
way down in 10th in the standings due 
to a late start this season. 

Blue and yellow clad Dan Kelly 
honked the Corona Yamaha around and 
around to win his heat race and then 
take the main event lead away from 
Honda mounted Phil Todd on the third 
lap in the “B” final. 

Larry Pruett won his 12th straight 
novice heat but fell way down to 6th in 
the feature and again lost second place 


The track, which has not hosted 
a national since 1962 when Carrol 
Resweber was knocked out of com- 
petition and Dick Klamfoth was 
forced into retirement, was in perfect 
racing condition this time. 

A capacity crowd watched the 
races in record breaking heat that 
found the temperature climbing to 
105 degrees! 

Pre-race favorite Bart Markel got 
the ball rolling by setting the fastest 
time trial but then was turned back by 
DeMay in the opening heat race for the 
first upset of the day. 

Oklahoma’s Fred Nix returned to 
action from a shoulder injury (see 
(Voice) and won the second heat race. 
Young Bill O’Brien, riding the Ralph 
Berndt special, formerly ridden by 
Carroll Resweber, won the third heat in 
his first try at racing for Berndt. 

It was DeMay all the way in the 14 
lap final and he took the checkered 
flag a straightaway ahead of Markel. 

Bart was pressured all the way for 
second by Nix and it was a near photo 
finish for the runner-up spot at the flag. 

Sammy Tanner was again entered but 
was off the line in the final next to 
last. The two-time national winner this 
year worked his way up to 5th place by 
the end of the race but was never in 
contention,

In Defense of Wes 


I was quite disturbed by the letter 
which was published in your paper writ- 
ten by Loren H. Wilson of Los Angeles.

Cotati 250-mile production race

West'o Toughest Production Coutest

Two hundred and fifty miles is one helluva long way to run flat out 
on a stock motorcycle, a rather large group of Northem California riders 
learned at Cotati Raceway on July 3. 

Forty-one machines began the gruelling 3rd annual American Fed- 
eration of Motorcyclists production race, but only 16 bikes crossed the 
finish line under their own power. 


Dick Kilgroe of Hayward and Art 
Bauman of San Francisco co-rode 
a bright orange “Team Cutlass’ 
Honda 450 to first place overall in 
the event. 

After the AFM’s traditional Le 
Mans start, Kilgroe found himself 
back in the pack early in the first 
lap of the event. He quickly passed 
several riders on the initial go- 
round, however, and settled into a 
third place slot which he and Bau- 
man would keep for much of the race. 

Leading at that point was a Triumph 
650 piloted by Jim Munroe (cq) and Rich 
Perkinson of San Francisco which had 
shot into first place right at the start, 
In second place and riding hard was 
Honda 450-mounted Dave Burchards of 
San Bruno whose co-rider was Fred 
Muhlberg of San Francisco. 

Munroe and Perkinson were able to 
hold off the two Hondas until the Tri- 
umph got thirsty for gas midway in the 
race and a pit stop was made. That put 
Burchards in the lead, but his victory 
was cut short when the Honda broke a 
cam chain on lap 55 and the bike was 
retired. S 

The Munroe-Perkinson Triumph mean- 
while seized on lap 62, and Kilgroe and 
Bauman were able to sail on to victory. 
Second overall was Rick Schell of Wal- 
nut Creek on a Honda 305.

selves out here and to hell with 
Columbus.” Applause again. An of- 
ficial pointed out that District 37 is 
a governing body, making a lot of 
its own rules. 


Club representatives fired questions 
fast. Why had the Diggers lost their 
sanction? Was it because they intended 
to allow professional riders to compete 
in their event, or because they had 
joined another organization and intended 
it to be a dual sanction run? They had 
been asked to a special meeting with 
the Sports Committee before the event 
took place in which club President Don 
Kemp was told that if they gave up their 
“outlaw” sanction they could have their 
AMA one back. They had refused the 
ultimatum. 

President Carter observed the AMA 
never has allowed any dual-sanction of 
events. He was asked where in the rules 
is there any rule regarding dual sanc- 
tions? Jean Carter reminded Don Kemp 
that when his club applied for an AMA 
charter they agreed to abide by the 
tules. Representatives kept saying 
“What rules?” AMA National Competi- 
tion Committeeman Earl Flanders was 
asked to clarify the point on the rule of 
dual sanctions. In reply he asked the 
riders to show him where in the rule 
book it said that you could have a dual 
sanction. 

Secretary Bill Adams then took the 
floor to say that he thought Don Kemp 
and the Dirt Diggers had possibly hurt 
someone’s feeling when in one of their 
letters to the AMA, they stated that 
they could find no particular benefits 
from being an AMA club. He suggested 
that they go ahead and reapply for their 
club sanction, and pointed out that if 
they flew off the handle and caused 
trouble it would undo the fifteen years 
of good work that the AMA has been do- 
ing. A suggestion came from the floor 
that District 37 write a letter to Colum- 
bus backing up the Dirt Diggers’ appli- 
cation and explaining the circumstances 
out here, This was offered as a motion, 
voted upon and passed unanimously. 
When asked again if District 37 needs 
the AMA, Bill Adams replied that they 
would sicken and diewithout it. 

It was also brought up that the new 
AMA secretary, Bill Berry will be out 
here for the National and it was sug- 
gested that he be invited to a meeting 
to explain first hand Columbus’ stand 
on these problems. 

When the discussion started, District 
37 Sportsman Referee Larry Reed left 
the Directors table to take a stand with 
fellow Dirt Digger members, and Presi- 
dent Carter now asked him to retake his 
chair. Reed declined, saying that he 
belonged to another association now, in 
direct violation of AMA rules, and did 
not feel it proper to preside at the table 
as a committeeman. Carter replied that 
no Dirt Digger was being penalized in- 
dividually, they were still AMA mem- 
bers and asked again that Reed take his 
position. Reed declined again, saying 
that he wouldn’t serve until the club’s 
position was clarified. Charlie Kurtz of 
the Checkers M.C. was then asked to 
fillthe referee vacancy for the remainder 
of the meeting. 


A club representative asked if AMA 
members would be suspended if they 
joined or rode ACA events as individ- 
uals. Jean Carter again called on Earl 
Flanders to clarify. Flanders replied 
rather mysteriously, “As long as you 
conducted yourself as a good AMA 
member, you would not.” 

Someone else brought up the rumor 
that at one time Preston Petty was in- 
volved in a similar case where the AMA 
tried to suspend him for riding for an= 
other organization and that his father, 
who is a lawyer, prepared to sue and the 
case was dropped. Earl Flanders sug- 
gested that he had better check over his 
facts and get them correct before making 
such statements. Mr. Petty was unavail- 
able for comments. 


100cc Novice Class for ‘67 


It was late by this time, Jean Carter 
called a halt to the subject and went on 
with old business. Darwin Ballard of 
the Competition Committee was asked 
for his report on creating a Novice 100cc 
class. Ballard reported that entries did 
warrant a new class for the Novices, 
but because of the points that had al- 
ready been earned this year, it would be 
unfair and impossible to begin it now. 
It was voted that in 1967 there will be a 
class for the Novice 100cc rider. 

A letter was read from Bello Realty 
of Upland offering 72 acres in San 
Bernardino County suitable for a motor- 
cycle area, the cost of same being 
$80,000. 

One Plate for Prado 

Just prior to ending the meeting a 
question about the ruling for three num- 
ber plates for Prado Park was asked. 
Darwin Ballard stood and said that the 
District 37 rule is one number plate. 
The idea of having three came from one 
individual in his club (California Go- 
phers) who posted it at the track without 
discussing it with anyone or bringing it 
up before the club body. Therefore, the 
tule of only having to have one plate is 
still in effect.

FILM REVIEW 
“HUH?” 


A film by Grant Rohloff — Black and 
white and color with narration by Grant 
Rohloff — Running time 85 minutes — 
Reviewed at Santa Monica Civic Audi- 
torium July 7, 1966. 

This film has got to be one of the 
wildest, most far out films ever seen at 
Santa Monica Auditorium. The surf 
crowd came to see another all out surf 
film with nothing but the same old shots 
of big waves in Hawaii and local surf 
heroes in action. Well, the burnt nose, 
long hair crowd was greeted with some- 
thing new. 

The opening shot was a night view 
of flattrack action. To the accompani- 
ment of an ‘unknown jazz sound track, 
the audience was treated to some excel- 
lent overall views of what goes on every 
Friday night at good old Ascot Park. 
One scene that stands out is a slow 
motion north turn spill by Marty Me 
Donald. 

Moving along, the film landed next at 
a back yard group of musicians practic- 
ing for a recording session. At the 
studio this same far out group of gar 
bage can lid and bongo players was 
accompanied by a recording of Kate 
Smith singing “God Bless America”. 

He then gave us a view of Wilshire 
Blvd. through a crystal prism, a look at 
the crowds at Redondo Beach, the free- 
ways, a trip to a local garbage trash 
dump, jets landing at L.A. Airport, more 
surfing, and a medieval fair held in the 
San Fernando Valley. As his poster 
said, it was “A montage view into the 
crystal world of action”. 

Although I don’t think half the audi- 
ence understood what Rohloff was trying 
to put over, no one got up and left. I 
first met Grant last year at Hopetown. 
This was his first motorcycle race and 
he shot up a lot of film that day. Parts 
of this day’s shooting turned up next in 
*HUH?”, followed by some solid color 
surfing footage, and slow motion moon- 
light waves. 

Surely the highlight of this film has 
got to be the next few minutes. Follow- 
ing Eddie Mulder from the Burbank 
Triumph Shop to Ascot, we were treated 
to some film magic never attempted be- 
fore—night color film of flattrack. Some 
shots were almost like daylight, others 
so dark you could not tell what was 
going on. All of this action was punctu- 
ated with angle views, upside down 
views, slow motion and speeded-up 
action. 

The closing scenes were of Eddie 
Mulder doing “wheelies” on a mountain 
road, plus some pictorically beautiful 
countryside views broken by the sudden 
blur of Mulder streaking by on the rear 
wheel. The closing scenes, shot in reds 
and yellows, are truly avant garde film- 
ing at its best. 

To sum up my own opinion of “Huh?”, 
I will say that I have never seen any- 
thing quite like it. It is progress in 
terms of film making. Rohloff does not 
follow any other patterns set up by con- 
temporary surf film makers, such as 
Bruce Brown. 

We will let you readers know when it 
will be playing in your area. “Wild, new, 
far out, junk, trash, overwhelming, pure 
art, fun, I could not figure it out”, are 
going to be said about “Huh?”. Well 
done, Grant.
